The intensity witli wliich paity 
lines hiiTe been drawn in the old Pro - 
■vinceB of tlie Dominion, and the ox- 
treme partizanship of the public press 
lender it some-what difficult forpersons 
aforffistanco to fofm"''corifect"concIu^^ 
eions respecting the ielative strength 
of political parties and the distinctive 
characteristics and priuciplos which 
are supposed io constitute the basis of 
party organization. 'Canadians were 
accustoiuod to co.^gratulate theinselveH 
upon the enjoyment of oojuparaLivo 
freedom from tho-,o fiercer jtavty pas- 
sions Avhich periodically convulsed 
their imnied' ^Lo noighbom-s. Eat it 
se^ms tp be open to,C[uestipn whether 
the gorferal " eiectioh through which 

" they have jiist passed has not, in point 
of intcuHe party feeling, approximated 
political contests ^YithAvhich the people 
on the other aide of the forty-ninth 
parallel of latitude pro periodically 
cou7u!sed<. And yet, while one cannot 
but deplore the change, it maybe pos- 
sible to detect a grain of good iu this 
evil tendency. May it not bo that tlio 
very severity of the contest will oper- 
ate m an additional iuceutivo to care- 
ful welldoing, or, to put it negative!}', 
iiga irME>]|;e! careful avoidance of illdoiug 

■ onlii^'jikVt 'of those Who have succeed- 
ed in retaining ])ower as if by fire ? 
And herein is found at least one of tlio 
virtues of party govorj?'jient. The 
lynx-eyed Opposition watches for cause 
of accusation against the Government, 
>.iie natural tendency of which is to 

• make the Govo^Timent good, honest 
and energetic ; and the Iwst condition 
of this form of administration may bo 
l)resuraed to be attained when the 
parly in power is strong enough to dare 
to do the right and weak enough to 
fear to ^do the wrong. Nothwitjwjtftnd- 

>■ iflg m& amusing drverrity of-eilumer- 
ation displayed by our eastei i coi^- 
temporaries, there isno reason to doi"bt 
that Uie Sir John A. Macdontild Ad- 
ministration, as it is not inaptly desig- 
nated, has been sustained at the polls 

• and will find itself with quite as lai'ge 
a following in the new Bfotise as tiao 
principles just adverted to would sec.u 
to render desirable. And this result 
alTorda ground for cong_ tul,' tion 
throughout the Doiuiiuon, and more 
particularlj' throughout this Province. 
The men now,at^ the . head of afliuia 

r'aaaj^ justly t»e regarded astho authors 
of Confederation; and until the scliomo 
of empire is completed, their work is 
not done. Well satislied with the pro- 
gress that has been made, the (;ountry 
has very properly decided that they 
.iphaU be giTaa. a. fair -opportunity to 
complete the work. And it is not too 
much to say that tlie work will bo com- 
pleteil before the Jiew Piuiiaiaenl sliall 
have run its course. The only terri- 
tory remaining to be l>rouglit in is 
Prince Edward Island and Newfound- 
land. The former is even-now gravita- 
ting towards the new crai>ird, avoji over 
by the wise and liberal policy of the 
Govcrumont at Ottawa; and although 
the latter has not recently given forth 
any distinct sound uiion the subject, 
we are disposed to think it is more from 
the absence of opportunity than inclin- 
ation. . Looking at the general course 
of events, it will be strange, indeed, 
if thoucixt five year's does not see every 
foot of British soil on this continent 
embraced in the Dominion. ISut the 
work is not by any means corajjleto 
with the admission of the last rood of 
territory. Tha;t only completes the 
skeleton. Humanity- lies) i ami blood, 
boneandmuscle, brains, must bo added. 
Tlie great work of the now Parliament 
the grand achievement to the acconi- 
pUshment of which tho Guvernniont 
should bend all its energies and ap- 

{)ly its chief resources during the fresh 
ease of otiice extended to it. by thccou]i- 
trj' iHUndoul)te<lly that of peo])ling the 
vast territm'ics uh-eady so ha{)2)ily ac- 
quired. How shall tlint bo best tw- 
comijlished ? By imslhng forward the 
railway, which alone can opon^ui) and 
bind together the empire, and by turn- 
ing into tho Fertile Belt that stream of 
British i)opulation which has so long 
insanely been permitted tcj flow into 
foreipfn channels. Material there is in 
abundance. All that is needed is a 
lar^e and energetic scheme for its utili- 
zation. To accoraijlish this, it would 
appear to bo necessary that, while the 
Canadian Crovernment approaches the 
work with becoming earm.^stnefts and 
activity, tho Imj^erial (invcn-iujient 
should bo taught its duty aiul responsi- 
bility in the matter; for tho work is 
really scarcely less Imperial than Cana- 
dian, The Old Empire is su tiering from 
a plethora of pojndation. The new 
empire pines for lack of ii. J ji this in- 
fitauce it is no less blessnd for tlie ono 
to give than for tho other • to receive. 
It is only just and proper, therefore, 
that Great Britain should meet Canada 
hftU'Way, One important instriunonl- 
■ ality in the accomplishment of this 
work will bo tho construction of the 
intoroceanic railway. That, projierly 
conducted, is undoubtrdly destined to 
bo the great (lolonizcr. Aiirl it, i.s just 
here that ono catches tlio keenest real- 
ization of the importance of retaining 
the pre^ht G ovorninent in power, at 
least for anotlier term. Thoroughly 
inihuod with Die s])irit of progress, 
they did not hesitate to ri.sk ofllcn and 
popularity in order to carry (ml; those 
largo measures to which they stand 
comm^.ttpd;; and, leaving iought so iinrd 
wi'd 'mt^ roiioh in ordlpi'. to pledge

Tlie ZcimatiLo, Aftsrlum. 

A visit td the Bstabiisiifflefit beyond the 
harbor ,now beitfg fitted 'tfj) as tho Provin- 
cial Lunatic Asylum, is not calculated to 
imi)resH one very favorably m to tho 
iirchitcetiiral acquiromonts of tho Gov- 
ernment. It is not oar present intention 
to attempt anything like a detailed des- 
cription of tho premisos; hut wo do feel it 
to bo our duty to direct tLo attontion of 
tho authorities to tho insecurity, inade- 
quacy and inadaptntion of tho building 
for tho purposes to wliicli it ia to bo devot- 
ed. The colla are live foot throo inches 
by six feot Six inches, with soarooly bettor 
facilities for ventilation than exist in the 
jaO. The partitions are conatrnotad of 
thin boards, and are so frail that astoutpor- 
son would not find in thoia an insupera- 
ble barrier to oaoapo. Once out of the 
oells, oven tho weakest need experience 
little diflicnlty in getting away. Tho coll 
accommodation is for fourteen males and 
throo fomalo8, although there are twelve 
of the former and four of the latter to be- 
gin with. Tho solo sitting room for tho 
males is about fifteen foot square. Instead 
of extending the main building, additionnl 
room is obtained by erecting a building 
altogether distinct, somo thirty feet oft, 
and HO arranged that it is noeeasary to 
walk nearly all round it in order to get 
into it, or see what is going on in it. Nor 
wouhl the kcopors appear to bo more for- 
tunate in this re.ip- jI. tlian . tho lunatics. 
A dark room, some nine feet by twelve, 
must servo all the purpdaea of bedroom 
and parlor for tho stalwart Superintendent, 
his two assistants and the cook, and about 
four foot of a passage, common to both 
sane and insai^e, is to bo dignified by the 
name of "Superintondenta Oniee," And 
tho changes necessary to yield to the Pro- 
vince thi.s magnificontinstitntion threaten, 
we are If d to believe, to riso far above 
two thousand dollars. With two such 
eniiuontly qualified gentlemen connected 
with thePublic WorksDopartmentasOhief 
Engineer Bulkley and Surveyor-Qonoral 
rearso,the public, who must pay for all, 
will very likely be curioas to know how 
such things como about.

HIS liBITEB MABBIAOE AMD THE FBIEBT- 
HOOD. 

[Special Telc>(Tr.iin to tho Intor-Occnu.) 

New Y'oitK, September 11.— Futhorllya- 
eintho's letter on his marriage in the Inde- 
pendent, this week, causes wide comment 
and much oseitomontamongEoman Catho- 
lics. Those are the principal parts of his 
letter: 

If I had loftmy convent for thepuri)0H0 
of marrying, wliich -ivas not tho case, I 
would not hositalo tu admit it, fori should 
have done nothing which could not be 
openly avoided before whose peace tho 
marital law of God, with its inalienable 
rights and duties above human laws, and 
especially abov con volitional engagements. 
That which is ready a matter of guilo and 
blame is to drag on without conviction, 
and too often without morality tho claims 
of obligations which have coasodto bind, 
save only outof deference to tho prejudices 
ofthe world nnd the calculations of indivi- 
dual interest. Tlmt which ought to excite 
reprobation, that which for my imrtiliave 
always looked upon with horror, is not 
marriage, but sin. Unswervingly faithful 
to the jirinciples of tho Catholic Church, 
I fool mysolf in no manuor bound liy its 
abuses, and I am profoundly convinced 
that, among the most fatal abuses or per- 
petual vows, the fault of Luther lay not 
m that pure and ])ioua marriage, in which 
his examplo might bo followed by the 
larger numljor of those who load" him 
with maledictions. It was solely iu his 
rupture with the legitimate traditions of 
the necessary unity of the CUuirch, in tho 
])rosence of tho do.jiily-rootod and all- 
powerful jjrojudioo whi"<.'h has prevailed 
for ages among tho l,atin nations, and 
cspoi-ially among tho French. 

I couhl novor have boon simple enough 
to hope that a few utterances against Pa- 
pal infallibility and against ' compulsory 
oolibacy would change, as by enchant- 
ment, the whole current of o]>Inioh. In 
making tlu^ dechirotion which I have ne- 
ver f(U- oni> uuunont coasod to make, and 
which I now onco more repeat, tliat I in- 
tend to remain a Catholic and a priest, I 
slumld not have practically ameliorated 
in any degree my position ' in regard to 
marriage. I should, on tho contrary, 
have aggravated it, and I should haveere- 
atotl for myself, in a certain sense, wilful- 
ly, a situation which, to most, would have 
ajipeared illogical, iusupportahlo and 
without solution. 

My marriage has no connection with 
any religious connections, nor with any 
act of the '20th of Se[itombor, 1H()'.». Or 
rather, let me say, it is most intimately 
conuoctod with tlioni, but in that large 
ard general sense which binds together 
all tho steps achieved by a soul in i)ro- 
gress toward Tight on'd Uberty. I will 
express my meaning with entire ojien- 
nass. I owe to the rule of religious cidi- 
bacy som(< of the most exquisite jovs, 
some of tho most jirofotind and decisive 
experiences of my oxialeneo. From the 
age of 18, when I chose it, I have observ- 
od it with a fidelity for which I give glorv 
to God. If now, at the age of ■1,'5, in the 
calmness and maturity of my judgment, 
of my heart, of my conscience, in a wortl 
of my mI o'o being, I bcliovo myself 
bound to reiKinnco, it is that marriage 
oomes homo tu iiio as one of tliosp l.-iws of 
tho moral govoi-iimont of the world which 
cannot be set asido without ovortarning 
the fabric of life and running counter to 
the M'ill of God. 

I believe that celibacy may bo a ioly 
and glorious (>ico|)tion. I oilly say that 
this law is unmistakable to uie. When a 
man has received in his heart— as another 
oxcoj)tion no less rare, holy and glorious 
— that ])ure and lofty lovo in which tho 
world does not believe, liocauso it is not 
worthy of it, such a man, bo lie priest, or 
1)0 ho monk, has most absolute ])roof that 
ho is not (if the number of those solf-dodi- 
catod victims of whom the Gospel siieaks. 
Such a man am I, and here once more I 
givo glory to God for what ho has wrought 
in me. ' -

TKAOBDIES IN TUB I'RO'VDfcfc 'dVilBlijpMMO 
— THE AUOIil'rJON OF TipiaJB4kT5 PENAM'V 
ANB rr.S ItE.SULTH. 

A letter in the London "Times" gives a 
terriJile account of thu insecurity of life 
in Sicily: — • 

"On the tith of August (ho new.spapors 
of Palermo related the following incident. 
Tho in'oident occurred toward flie end of 
tho previous month; bht *a4 'first reported 
on that day: 

In the neighborhood of Calvaturo, in 
the Province of Palin'mo, twidvo men com- 
bined to 'seiiucstrato' — in the })hriiso of 
tho country — an unfortunate ])riest. To 
'sotiuostrato' horo is gonoridly understood 
in the sense of kidnapping for the aako of 
extorting i-ansom. It la tliopr'bcoHs.Juiown 
to tho English jjublie in the instance of 
Mr Moons. The priest was sequestrated 
acc<)rdingl,y, antl ]2()0 francs (.'btaiued 
from his family, lint, whether the sum 
■svas in sufliciont, or bei'auso tho robbers 
had Bomo particular grudge at tho priest 
in qqestion, or, which is the most pffj^- 
ablo supposition, because ho had recog- 
nized and could have denounced thorn, 
they then proceeded to murder tho man 
and burn the liody. The calcined bone.^ 
and .lonio of tho clothes were found in a 
cave. 

Tho same day's jjaperB related?! another 
incident also, whichr was rii6r6''feb'ent. 
Fivo men sequestrated a boy, whom they 
forced to ao<M>ni])any them to the hous(^ of 
liis aunt, and to reqtiest admittance. ,Sht' 
recognized her nephew's voice, nnd open- 
ed her iloor. The men entered, niui'ilor- 
ed her, robbed and set fire to the house, 
and as they thought murdered tho boj- 
too. But he was not -dead, tliough mor- 
tally won'ndbd.- He contH'Vod to crawl to 
a neighbor's, where he wrote down (he 
could not speak, for his throat was cut) 
tho names of tho inurdorors. Ho died 
two hours after. The next story lias a 
fine Irish flavor about it. Sonui years ago 
a proprietor lot, on tho systom of porjiet- 
ual lease, common in this country, an es- 
tate of some oxttmt, but, from its unculti- 
vated condition, of little value. It was 
taken in siih'\Il lots bv a considerable num- 
ber of peasants. The cst,at<', however, 
had boon settled on the owner's v.'ife, but 
this had boon overlooked, and her signa- 
ture not having been affixed,, tl^p , leasos 
wore of course' m\^alid. 

At their father's death his tT^'B'^ons, 
tompted by the great increase in the value 
of the property tlirough the labor bestowed 
u])ou it, determined to avail themselv.'s 
of the flaw, Tho tenants oll'ered to pay 
dotiblo the ront agreed on and a largo sum 
down, but the brothers refused the oiler, 
went befpre , the Ooqrt, and, of course, 
gainod'thoir caiiso. Tho other day thoy 
wont down with a legal official to take 
possession, prcjtoetod b,v a strong escort, 
for they had received threatening letters. 
Nineteen of tho tenants met them, and the 
legal formahtios were comi)lcted. Thcii a 
ilischargo of firi'iirms ]U-oceoded from a 
short distance off, and the legal ollicor and 
ono of the brothers fell — tho former ilead. 
and tlio latter mortally wounded. The 
tenants all ran away. The locality where 
this occurred was also within the Province 
of Palermo. 

Tho next case I shall mention a])])oarod 
in tho papers of tho -Ith. A iieasant 
was loading his cart with tomatoes in his 
own garden, at Frvara, a small hamlet — if 
it dosorvos tho name — some throo or four 
miles from tho city. Some armed men 
entered the ground and demanded his 
money. He cried put, and his wife : fired 
a gun from the house to call aid. The 
men ran away, but loft tho peasant dead. 
Ho had received several stabs. Tho last 
case I whall mention occurred a day or two 
later, also -within three miles from the 
city. A man was sitting on the balcony of 
his house, when ho waa tired at. He "was 
wounded in the leg, but forthnaltdy not 
killed. Now this isja country where, to all 
practii-al ])uri!osi>s, tho jienalty of d.-atli 
is al)()lisho<l. I am told that there ]u\\o 
lioon only two executions hero in the last 
ton years, two jjersons suiroriiig at oai'h. 
T believe the last was seven years ,igo. 
and tho crop of murder (it is true it is 
-Viigust, and assassination is always ex- 
pected to be most plentiful in that month] 
is what I have indicated. Of .courHo, 
this is tho practical abolition of the pen- 
alty." 

The writer adds that bo groat is the t^r 
ror to which men go thai the journals 
never j)ub!ish tho names of persons occub- 
oil of crime.

Scientific 
gontlomon discussed the subject last even 
ing, and their ojiinion was uhaninioiis 
thnt the story is false, ("onqiarison of 
Livingstone's lettf'r to UiMiiictt with the 
jirivato letter of Stanley, sliows wonder- 
ful similarity of handwriting, and several 
exports pronounce them identical. The 
(liscroi)aneie8 pointed out by the "World" 
and the "Sun," are to bo followed 113- 
others, Tholettor to Iiivingatono'.s broth- 
er in Canada has boon sent for, and |>ages 
from it will bi! eoiup.'ired witli lelln's 
known to bo from Stanley's hand. A jiri- 
vato letter from a membor of the Koyal 
Ooographieal Sooioty, London, say8:"Cor- 
rohorating jiroofs are daily iiun'oasing 
that Stanley went to Africa as far as Uii- 
yayeiubo, where he learned of Living- 
ntoiio's death, and obtaine,! his diary and 
several otlter articles belonging to him.

Livingstone alive he concluded to make 
up the story and fabrloa'tio ' Idttora to' cor- 
roborate his own fltatemoiits.
